NOTE 1 — BUSINESS

Organization — TFG Equities, Inc. (the “Company”) was organized as a Massachusetts corporation on
April 2, 1986, pursuant to Chapter 156B of the Massachusetts general laws, to engage in and carry on

on all businesses and activities permitted to corporations organized under the provisions of Chapter 1568
wherever the same may lawfully be done. The company Is & broker-dealer registered with the Securities
and Exchange Commission and is a member of the Financial Industry Regulatory Authority.

The Company is wholly owned by The Tudor Trust.
NOTE 2 — SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

Income Taxes — No income taxes have been provided as the Company has elected to be taxed as an §
Corporation. The Company’s income or loss is allocated to the stockhiolder for income tax purposes, If
the  Company’s Income tax returns are examined by the Internal Revenue Service or state taxing
authority and such an examination results in a change in the Company’s taxable income (loss), such
change will be reported to the stackholder.

The Company is required to recognize the financial statement impact of a tax position when it is mare
likely than not that the position will be sustained upon examination. Any interest and penalties
recognized associated with a tax position would be reflected in income tax expense in the Company's
financial statements. Currently, tax years 2012-2015 are open and subject to examination by the
Internal Revenue Service and the Massachusetts Department of Revenue. However, the Company is not
currently under audit nor has the Company been contacted by any of these jurisdictions.
